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WHAT   WE  ARK  DOING 

The  Society  cares  for  homeless,  neglected,  or  abused  children 
of  California;  receives,  by  legal  commitment  or  otherwise,  boys 
from  the  Juvenile  Courts  of  this  and  other  counties;  provides  for 
them  until  suitable  homes  or  employment  and  oversight  are  found, 
and  continues  a  systematic  attention  to  their  condition  and  treat- 
ment. 

It  maintains  a  Free  Employment  Bureau  for  Boys;  a  Graded 
School;  Beading  Rooms  and  Library;  The  Chas.  R.  Bishop  Annex, 
a  home  for  working  boys;  and  a  Summer  Camp  at  Sebastopol, 
Sonoma  County,  for  working  parties. 

The  Society  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions — and  both 
organization  and  work  are  absolutely  non-sectarian. 

We  are  always  in  need  of  clothing  for  boys  from  seven  to 
eighteen  years  of  age;  of  books  and  magazines  and  supplies  of  all 
kinds.

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PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Boys  and  Girls  Aid  Society: 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  report  in  general  that 
we  have  had  one  of  the  most  successful  and  encouraging 
years  in  the  history  of  the  society.  The  amount  and  the 
character  of  the  service  rendered  are  both  very  gratifying 
and  although  our  expenses  have  increased  in  common 
with  all  commodities,  they  have  been  met  with  little  en- 
croachment (about  $1,000)  upon  our  reserves.  This, 
while  not  all  we  have  a  right  to  hope  for,  is  under  all 
circumstances  a  matter  of  congratulation.  One  source  of 
confidence  for  the  future  is  the  increase  of  the  allowance 
by  the  state  and  counties  for  boys  committed.  While  not 
3^et  fully  reimbursing  us,  the  new  rate  is  so  much  more 
equitable  that  when  we  have  had  the  benefit  of  it  for  a 
whole  year,  we  may  hope  to  find  that  our  expenses  may 
be  met.  This  is  rendered  more  probable  from  the  fact 
of  our  having  gained  a  good  many  new  friends,  both  on 
our  board  of  trustees  and  as  contributors  to  our  treasury. 

We  are  to  be  congratulated  on  having  collected  about 
$10,000  without  any  frantic  effort  or  adding  to  the  num- 
ber of  drives  for  funds.  We  have  tried  to  do  our  work 
economically  and  well  and  have  sufficient  confidence  on 
the  part  of  the  public  to  get  the  money  it  costs  to  carry 
it  on  through  a  simple  printed  appeal  stating  the  facts. 
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xiic  Manager's  report  fully  sets  Eorth  what  we  have 
done,  and  is  respectfully  referred  to.  I  only  need  to  refer 
to  one  or  two  matters  of  special  interest. 

We  are  especially  pleased  at  the  educational  character 
of  our  school.  Through  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the 
Board  of  Education  we  have  been  able  to  do  much  more 
thorough  work,  and  to  benefit  our  boys  as  we  have  never 
before  been  able  to  do.  This  has  happily  been  appre- 
ciated, and  our  school  has  a  good  standing.  We  encour- 
age it  in  every  way  and  excuse  the  boys  from  services  they 
formerly  rendered. 

One  marked  advance  of  the  past  year  is  the  establish- 
ing of  a  branch  station  by  the  Free  Public  library.  The 
trustees  have  supplied  an  excellent  collection  of  books, 
suited  for  our  boys,  and  we  have  been  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing a  sympathetic  and  intelligent  woman  as  librarian. 
The  boys  read  as  they  never  have  before,  and  a  well 
patronized  reading  room  adds  much  to  the  homelike  at- 
mosphere of  the  home.  On  another  page  occular  demon- 
stration of  the  added  charm  may  be  caught  at  a  glance. 

Another  help  to  a  better  spirit  is  an  excellent  troop  of 
Boy  Scouts,  open  to  all  boys  who  can  meet  the  require- 
ments and  pass  the  test.  It  is  a  fine,  stimulating  influence 
and  brings  in  fresh  help  by  a  very  superior  Scout  master. 

Our  summer  outing  was  a  record  breaker.  We  picked 
more  berries  at  a  higher  rate  and  brought  back  over 
$10,000  in  earnings.     See  the  Superintendent's  report. 
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The  Trustees  are  taking  a  needed  step.  For  a  good 
many  years  we  have  confined  our  work  to  boys,  while 
retaining  the  name  we  selected  forty-five  years  ago.  It 
leads  to  confusion  and  requires  constant  explanation.  We 
have  been  reluctant  to  change  an  honored  name,  but 
finally  feel  that  there  is  no  good  reason  for  perpetuating 
a  misnomer.  To  conform  with  the  facts  we  have  signed 
a  petition  to  the  court  to  omit  the  two  words  "and  girls' ' 
from  our  title,  and  the  next  report  will  probably  be  from 
The  Boys  Aid  Society. 

We  are  also  mindful  of  the  fact  that  our  home  is  old 
if  not  superannuated,  and  we  hope  to  move  for  a  new 
home,  perhaps  outside  the  city,  embodying  the  best  that 
has  been  evolved  in  helping  boys.  Not  to  be  hurried,  and 
not  to  miss  an  important  mile-stone  in  our  way,  we  pro- 
pose to  begin  now  to  settle  on  plans  and  to  procure  funds 
for  a  new  home  to  be  dedicated  on  or  before  our  fiftieth 
anniversary.  We  can  spend  five  years,  if  we  find  it  is  re- 
quired, in  accomplishing  this  fine  purpose. 

We  have  suffered  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  one  of 
our  most  devoted  trustees,  Mr.  Jesse  W.  Lilienthal.  No 
one  could  be  more  faithful  and  interested  than  he  has 
been,  and  he  had  brilliant  initiative,  which  is  largely  re- 
sponsible for  our  bettered  standing.  He  was,  also,  a 
source  of  good  cheer,  and  was  a  happy  as  well  as  a  good 
man.  We  most  sincerely  mourn  him,  and  we  perpetuate 
his  name  by  attaching  it  to  our  school.     Our  boys  who 
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graduate  from  the  Lilienthal  School  feel  proud  of  the 
honor. 

And  now,  with  mixed  feelings,  I  retire  from  the  posi- 
tion I  have  held  so  long.  We  must  recognize  the  passing 
of  time  and  its  effects.  My  interest  and  faith  in  the 
Society  is  undiminished,  but  my  days  of  activity  are  at 
an  end,  and  I  feel  unwilling  to  continue  nominal  leader- 
ship. I  thank  the  Trustees  for  having  created  for  me  the 
position  of  honorary  president.  I  do  not  want  to  be  cut 
off  from  the  pleasant  memories  of  the  past,  or  to  feel  that 
my  long  association  is  wholly  broken.  With  gratitude 
and  best  wishes  for  all  connected  with  the  Society,  I 
remain.

His  experience,  his  intelligence  and 
his  wisdom  fitted  him  for  exceptional  service  and  with 
bis  wide  acquaintance  and  influence  he  contributed  great- 
ly to  our  present  satisfactory  condition.  It  was  at  his 
suggestion  that  each  Trustee  sent  to  his  own  friends  and 
acquaintances  a  statement  setting  forth  our  work  and  its 
needs  and  making  a  plea  for  supporting  members.  This 
resulted  in  practically  doubling  our  membership  receipts, 
and  in  connection  with  enlarging  our  board,  also  at  his 
instance,  very  greatly  adding  to  the  value  and  volume  of 
our  work.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

San  Francisco,  Cal.,  Dec.  31,  1919. 

The  Members  and  Trustees  of  the  Boys  and  Girls  Aid 
Society — 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — A  year  has  passed  since  our 
last  Annual  Meeting  and  the  time  has  arrived  for  review- 
ing the  accomplishment  of  the  year  and  for  giving  ac- 
count of  our  stewardship  of  funds  intrusted  to  our  use  by 
the  public. 

In  some  respects  1919  has  been  a  remarkable  year  in 
the  history  of  this  Society  and  one  long  to  be  remembered. 

During  the  year  three  hundred  and  sixteen  boys  have 
been  cared  for  at  the  Home  and  in  the  Chas.  R.  Bishop 
Annex.  These  boys  have  been  received  by  commitments 
from  the  Juvenile  Courts  of  San  Francisco,  Alameda, 
Sonoma,  Mendocino,  Humboldt,  Napa,  Contra  Costa, 
Santa  Cruz,  Sacramento,  Yolo,  Stanislaus,  Tulare,  Santa 
Clara,  Merced,  Fresno  and  Kings  Counties. 

SCHOOL 

The  school,  under  the  Board  of  Education  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, did  increasingly  good  work  during  the  year,  with 
the  same  interested  and  conscientious  teachers  in  the 
class-rooms.  A  growing  interest  in  their  studies  on  the 
part  of  the  boys  was  noticeable  and  reached  its  culmina- 
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lion  on  June  11th,  on  which  day  eight  boys  were   pre 
seated  their  diplomas  of  graduation  by  Hon.  Geo.    E. 
Gallagher,  President  of  the  Board  of  Education.    On  the 

same  day,  a  large  majority  of  the  boys  were  promoted  to 
higher  grades. 

"We  are  developing  a  fine  school  spirit  among  our  boys 
since  the  school  was  taken  over  by  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  this  was  increased  by  their  action  in  naming  the 
school  the  Jesse  W.  Lilienthal  School,  a  fitting  tribute  to 
a  noble  man. 

Our  connection  as  a  school  with  the  Public  Schools 
Athletic  League  has  had  a  helpful  influence  on  the  boys. 
Basket  ball,  soccer  ball  and  baseball  teams  competed  with 
the  teams  from  other  grammar  schools  on  the  playgrounds 
and  this  mingling  with  the  boys  from  other  schools  has 
had  a  good  effect  on  our  boys. 

MANUAL   TRAINING 

The  co-ordination  of  manual  training  with  study  is 
especially  beneficial  in  the  type  of  boy  we  care  for  and 
develops  dexterity  and  a  sense  of  exactness  in  doing 
things  which  are  of  great  value. 

This  work  has  been  conducted  regularly  in  two  depart- 
ments, weaving  raphia  and  reed  and  the  woodwork  in 
the  carpenter  shop.  A  great  deal  of  practical  work  in 
making  repairs  to  furniture  and  buildings  has  been  done 
and  been  the  means  of  saving  money  as  well  as  training 
the  boy. 
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THE  LIBRARY 

In  October  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  installed  several  hundred  books  suitable 
for  boys  and  established  a  depositary  in  the  Home.  With 
a  cultured  lady  in  charge  as  Librarian  our  library  or  read- 
ing room  is  now  a  popular  place  and  a  very  refining 
influence  among  the  wards  of  the  Society.  In  addition 
to  the  books,  the  library  is  well  supplied  with  new  maga- 
zines, coming  in  weekly  or  monthly.  We  also  have  two 
sets  of  the  Book  of  Knowledge  and  one  of  the  History  of 
the  World. 

BOY  SCOUTS 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1919  we  reorganized  the  Boy 
Scouts  with  Mr.  Frederick  IT.  Morley  as  Scout  Master, 
and  the  interest  in  this  activity  has  grown  steadily. 
Weekly  meetings  are  held  and  frequent  hikes  enjoyed  to 
nearby  places  of  interest  like  Muir  Woods  and  Mount 
Tamalpais.  The  boys  come  in  from  these  trips  tired 
and  happy  and  with  a  new  inspiration  and  viewpoint. 
I  cannot  adequately  express  my  appreciation  of  the  in- 
terest and  zeal  of  Mr.  Morley,  whose  work  is  voluntary 
and  who,  in  addition,  contributes  very  heavily  to  our 
funds — giving  of  himself  and  his  means  to  the  boys. 

The  return  of  many  of  the  boys  and  young  men  from 
their  service  overseas  has  been  the  source  of  a  great  deal 
of  pleasure.     Each  has  his  own  story  of  his  experiences 
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on  the  battle-fields  of  Prance,  Belleau  Woods,  Chateau 
Thierry  and  the  Argonne,  sometimes  involving  a  wound 
and  hospital  experiences — and  always  full  of  thrilling 
interest. 

It  has  been  a  joy  to  meet  them  and  a  pleasure  to  be  of 
assistance  in  locating  them  in  employment. 

SERVICES  AND  ENTERTAINMENTS 

Our  program  of  evening  activities  includes  the  use  of 
the  Cosmograph  motion  picture  machine  two  evenings 
each  week  with  films  very  kindly  loaned  to  us  by  a  num- 
ber of  the  film  exchanges.  These  evenings  are  greatly 
enjoyed  by  the  boys  and  by  the  officers  likewise.  One 
evening  each  wreek  is  devoted  to  vocal  music  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  Estelle  Kane  and  the  stereopticon  is 
used  regularly  for  educational  purposes.  Tuesday  even- 
ing is  devoted  to  religious  instruction  in  groups  divided 
along  broad  denominational  lines  and  each  group  is  in- 
structed by  volunteer  workers  who  come  in  for  the  pur- 
pose. In  this  way  the  non-sectarian  character  of  the  work 
is  maintained  and  at  the  same  time  the  religious  training 
of  the  boys  is  not  neglected.  Rev.  Father  Kellar,  with 
the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  "W.  J.  Wallace,  instructs  the 
Catholic  boys,  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Squires  comes  to  help  the 
group  of  Protestant  boys. 

Services  for  all  of  the  boys  are  held  on  Sunday  even- 
ings with  regularity  both  in  the  Home  and  during  the 
summer  at  camp.     AVe  have  had  a  number  of  speakers 
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at  these  services,  among  others  being  Judge  Frank  Kerri- 
gan, who  talked  of  his  own  experiences  as  a  hoy.  Such 
talks  cannot  but  be  helpful  to  any  boy  and  must  event- 
ually bear  fruit.  Many  Sunday  evenings  I  address  the 
boys  myself  and  endeavor  to  hold  up  high  standards  of 
conduct  and  life. 

Quite  frequently  I  take  a  group  of  boys  to  the  wonder- 
ful organ  recitals  by  Mr.  Lemare,  and  while  perhaps  they 
do  not  thoroughly  appreciate  his  classic  music,  many  of 
them  really  enjoy  the  program  and  beg  to  go  again. 
Where  there  is  a  real  love  of  music  the  boy  is  cultivating 
a  fine  quality  in  his  makeup. 

Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  are  celebrated  in  the  time- 
honored  ways,  the  former  with  a  bountiful  turkey  dinner 
with  cranberries  and  all  that  goes  with  the  occasion. 
About  eighty  boys  sat  down  to  the  well-loaded  tables  and 
it  was  surprising  to  see  the  viands  disappear. 

A  Christmas  tree,  beautiful  with  its  ornaments  and 
lights,  had  a  gift  for  every  boy,  something  to  read  or 
to  play  with  or  something  to  wear,  and  a  box  of  candy 
to  eat.  On  the  Sunday  evening  following,  the  service  con- 
sisted of  Christmas  music  and  a  talk  on  the  real  signifi- 
cance of  the  day,  illustrated  with  beautiful  pictures  of  the 
Nativity  and  the  Madonnas. 

Patriotism  is  inculcated  in  the  class-rooms  daily  with 
the  pledge  to  the  flag  and  the  repetition  of  the  American 's 
creed.  In  addition  the  birthdays  of  Lincoln  and  Wash- 
ington are  observed  with  appropriate  programs. 
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THE  PHYSICAL   CARE 

of  our  wards  begins  with  a  thorough  medical  examination 
by  Dr.  Armstrong  Taylor,  who  makes  a  record  of  his  find- 
ings and  the  treatment  recommended.  This  is  carried 
out  at  either  the  Stanford  clinic  or  that  of  the  University 
of  California,  and  where  operations  are  indicated  they 
are  performed  at  the  San  Francisco  Hospital.  The  re- 
moval of  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  when  they  are 
present  is  often  of  great  benefit  to  a  boy,  resulting  in  not 
only  physical  but  mental  improvement. 

The  care  and  treatment  of  minor  ailments  is  attended 
to  by  our  matron.  Every  boy  is  supplied  with  a  tooth 
brush  on  his  admission  and  required  to  use  it  regularly 
twice  daily.  Dental  work  has  been  done  by  the  senior 
students  of  the  U.  C.  Dental  College  in  our  own  clinic, 
established  by  Dr.  Guy  Millberry,  Dean  of  the  Dental 
College. 

The  wards  of  the  Society  are  given  a  psychological  test 
by  Dr.  M.  H.  Layman  of  the  Stanford  children's  clinic, 
and  a  brief  synopsis  of  her  findings  given  to  the  teachers 
for  their  guidance  in  the  boy's  education  and  training. 

THE   GYMNASIUM 

is  used  several  times  a  week  by  organized  groups  and 
classes  under  an  instructor.  Cleanliness  is  insisted  upon 
and  each  boy  required  to  bathe  twice  a  week,  at  which 
time  a  careful  inspection  is  made  for  skin  troubles. 
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THE  (/HAS.  K.   BISHOP  ANNEX 

continues  to  afford  a  good  home  for  a  group  of  boys  who 

are  earning  their  own  livelihood  and  learning  a  trade  or 
business  calling.  Most  of  these  are  graduated  into  the 
Annex  from  the  school  on  attaining  their  sixteenth  birth- 
day and  on  making  a  noticeable  improvement  in  conduct 
and  habits  while  in  the  school  and  under  training.  In  the 
Annex  the  boy  goes  out  daily  to  his  employment  and  has 
a  large  degree  of  freedom  during  the  day,  with  some  re- 
strictions as  to  his  evenings,  which  must  be  spent  in  the 
class-room  for  manual  training. 

The  boarders  in  the  Annex  pay  a  reasonable  proportion 
of  their  weekly  earnings  for  room  and  board,  for  each 
boy  has  his  own  room,  taking  out  money  for  lunches  and 
carfare. 

The  dining  room  is  made  attractive  and  the  meals  are 
excellent  as  indeed  they  are  in  the  main  building,  and 
this  in  spite  of  the  increased  cost  of  food  supplies.  Tt 
was  never  expected  to  make  the  Annex  self-supporting 
and  the  cast  of  maintaining  it  during  the  past  year  was 
larger  by  $800  than  in  1918. 

Leisure  time  is  spent  in  the  game  room,  which  is  well 
lighted  and  supplied  with  games  and  reading  matter. 

During  the  year  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jos.  A.  Blackford,  who 
have  been  in  charge  of  the  Annex  for  some  years  past, 
were  granted  a  year's  leave  of  absence  and  their  work 
taken  up  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Albert  Hite,  whose  long  experi- 
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ence  makes  them  admirably  qualified  for  the  responsi- 
bility of  this  particular  kind  of  work. 

THE  SUMMER  OUTING 

Early  in  June  Camp  Perkins  was  prepared  for  the 
summer's  occupancy  by  setting  up  the  tents,  installing 
beds  and  furniture  and  opening  up  the  store-rooms  and 
kitchen.  All  was  ready  on  our  arrival  at  about  2  o'clock 
on  June  13th,  for  this  year  we  got  away  on  a  morning 
train,  and  we  found  the  camp  looking  very  attractive.  A 
few  days  of  a  real  vacation  before  berry-picking  required 
our  attention,  was  devoted  to  organizing  our  baseball 
teams  and  some  practice  games.  Baseball  is  the  order 
of  the  day  at  Camp  for  Saturday  afternoons,  and  a 
healthy  interest  in  athletics  is  cultivated.  The  evenings 
of  June  were  devoted  to  training  for  the  annual  field  day 
on  the  Fourth  of  July,  which  has  become  a  regular  event 
at  Camp.  Each  evening  the  running  suits  were  distrib- 
uted and  an  hour  spent  in  training. 

When  the  Fourth  finally  came  all  were  in  readiness 
and  a  fine  program  of  races,  jumping  and  athletic  events 
was  enjoyed  by  the  boys  and  many  interested  spectators. 
The  evening's  program  consisted  of  singing,  reading  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  a  thoughtful  and 
inspiring  address  by  our  Vice-President,  Mr.  Chas.  A. 
Murdock3  on  American  ideals,  after  which  we  adjourned 
to  a  mammoth  camp-fire  and  a  fine  display  of  fireworks. 
Fire  crackers,  candy,  soda  water  and  gum  were  enjoyed 
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during  the  day,  each  boy  being  permitted  to  draw  on  his 
camp  earnings  for  the  purpose. 

The  swimming  hole  was  visted  regularly  on  Sunday 
mornings  and  frequently  during  the  week,  when  the 
day's  work  was  finished.  Each  Saturday  afternoon  a 
company  of  boys  was  taken  by  the  Superintendent  to 
the  Russian  River  as  a  reward  for  good  conduct  in  the 
tents  at  night.  These  afternoons  of  swimming  were  great- 
ly enjoyed  by  the  boys  and  we  are  very  grateful  to  Mr. 
J.  W.  Keegan  for  the  use  of  the  river  at  Mirabel  Park. 

Meanwhile  the  serious  business  of  the  Camp — berry- 
picking — had  been  prosecuted  daily  for  five  days  each 
week,  and  the  earnings  were  accumulating  rapidly,  for 
the  rates  for  picking  had  advanced  nearly  100  percent 
over  the  rates  of  three  years  ago. 

An  early  start  is  made  after  a  hearty  breakfast  and 
the  work  continues  with  an  intermission  at  noon  for 
lunch,  which  is  served  under  the  trees,  until  the  day's 
allotment  is  finished.  Then  back  to  camp  for  an  early 
dinner,  after  which  is  a  long  period  of  recreation,  with 
taps  at  about  9  o'clock,  under  "day-light  saving"  time. 

Something  over  two  hundred  tons  of  berries  were  har- 
vested and  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  tons  of  prunes, 
besides  cutting  many  tons  of  pears  for  drying.  Many 
boys  did  small  jobs  of  cherry  or  prune  picking  at  day's 
labor. 

The  value  of  the  work  in  the  fruit  lies  in  the  fact  that 
it  is  done  under  the  conditions  that  prevail  in  the  outside 
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world,  for  our  boys  receive  the  highest  going  wage  and 
each  boy  is  credited  daily  with  the  exact  amount  of  his 
earnings  and  the  totals  posted  on  a  bulletin  board  at  the 
end  of  each  week.  The  really  ambitious  ones  set  a  pace 
which  the  others  try  to  emulate,  which  creates  a  fine 
spirit  of  rivalry.  The  knowledge  that  the  major  part 
of  their  earnings  will  be  theirs  to  use  on  their  return  from 
camp  is  a  strong  incentive  to  do  one's  best. 

The  summer's  work  may  be  recapitulated  as  follows:

On  our  return  from  camp  in  September  the  books  are 
closed  and  the  boys  advised  the  amount  of  their  net 
earnings  and  suggestions  made  for  its  wise  use.  The 
money  remains  in  our  hands  and  is  drawn  on  for  pur- 
chases of  clothing,  shoes,  hats  and  wearing  apparel, 
and  skates,  magazines,  and  may  be  given  to  parents  if  so 
desired.  Many  keep  a  balance  in  the  bank  for  future 
use.  Thus  by  earning  under  normal  conditions  and  using 
or  investing  money,  under  guidance,  a  boy  learns  in  a 
very  practical  way  the  value  of  money.  Thus  we  feel 
assured  that  our  outing  for  the  boys  is  conducive  to 
growth  in  character  as  well  as  of  physical  benefit. 

The  problem  of  financing  the  work  has  been  pressing, 
but  the  responses  to  our  appeals  have  been  generous  and 
spontaneous,  and  our  membership  list  has  grown  and  the 
total  very  encouraging.  This  in  spite  of  the  loss  of  two 
of  our  most  generous  supporters — Mrs.  Phoebe  A.  Hearst, 
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who  among  her  many  benefactions  never  forget  our  So- 
ciety, and  Mr.  Jesse  W.  Lilienthal,  whose  death  so  sudden 
and  unexpected  removed  one  of  our  most  interested  and 
active  Trustees  and  one  whose  place  will  be  very  difficult 
to  fill.  Busy  man  that  he  was,  he  always  had  time. to 
advise  and  counsel  me  regarding  the  work  and  was  abso- 
lutely regular  and  punctual  in  his  attendance  in  our 
Board  meetings,  where  he  will  long  be  missed. 

Just  as  I  am  concluding  this  report  there  walks  into  my 
office  a  clean-cut,  fine  looking  young  man,  who  has  re- 
cently been  honorably  discharged  from  the  Navy,  where 
he  had  been  pharmacist's  mate  and  done  good  service  in 
European  waters.  A  few  years  ago  he  was  a  boy  in  the 
School,  where  he  received  the  training  and  the  military 
drill  which  hastened  his  advancement  in  the  navy.  And 
he  is  only  one  of  many  who  come  in,  often  with  wife  and 
baby,  to  renew  old  associations  and  testify  to  the  help 
given  them.  That  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  boys 
under  our  care  go  out  to  lives  of  usefulness  and  industry 
is  beyond  question.  With  such  results  the  work  is  more 
than  justified,  for  a  boy  saved  to  a  useful  life  ceases  to 
be  a  charge  upon  society  and  becomes  a  valuable  asset. 

Public  health  measures  have  greatly  reduced  the  mor- 
tality rate  in  the  United  States  and  thus  added  to  the 
wealth  of  our  country.  Likewise  efforts  to  reduce  the 
ranks  of  the  criminal  classes  by  preventive  work  such  as 
ours  adds  to  the  wealth  of  the  community. 
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To  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  have 
given  so  generously  of  their  time  and  responded  to  my 
every  appeal,  I  am  deeply  grateful.  The  members  of 
the  staff  have  been  loyal  and  efficient  and  have  contrib- 
uted largely  to  the  success  that  has  attended  our  efforts. 
In  conclusion  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  Giver  of  all 
Good  for  daily  guidance  and  strength  for  every  need.
